Found Near Vera Cruz, Mexico, and

Is Now in Possession of Na-
tional Museum.

Carving On It Is Believed to Have

Been Done With Hammer
and by the Maya.

A small stone statuette found near

Vera Cruz, Mexico, which has been in
the possession of the United States Na- \
tional Museum since 1903, has recently i

been identified as the oldest known i

lated antiquity in America. Its ancient c

Mayan glyphic inscriptions show that c

it was made 100 years before Christ, r

which is the oldest date authenticated ^
in the new world. ^
This unique image was Qriginally £

found in 1902 by a peon while plowing r

in the district of San Andres Tuxtla j:
near the Gulf of Mexico, about 100 ,
miles southeast of Vera Cruz, and came t
to the museum, through the courtesy I
of R. E. Ulbricht, the next year. It is
composed of very hard grayish-green s

stone, a variety of nephrite or jade, <

carved into a rounded conical form *

iliout six and one-half inches in heieht
and three and three-quarter inches in
diameter at the base. Its general outlinesgive the impression of an old
Mexican idol or priest in a cape or
cassock. The upper part represents a
human head with a somewhat pointed
bald crown, with well defined though
primitively cut features. The lower
part of the face is covered with a
mask, in appearance resembling the
bill of a duck, carved in relief and extendingdown over the chest like a
beard. The cheeks and ears are outlinedby a conventional scroll design,
which lends a genial expression to the
face. The idea of a cassock or other
oose garment is destroyed when the
igure is examined closely, for the birdlikeform is further emphasized by the
wings covering the sides of the figure, s
the lower margins of which are carved
to represent feathers.

The figurine in its conception and

execution is well within the range of
ancient Mexican or Mayan achievement,and presents no features suggestiveof foreign origin or influence.

Stone Hammers Used.
The general shafre was evidently

laboriously worked out from a block of
irregular conical outline, by pecking
with stone hammers, the unevenness of
the surface, especially on the front and
back, never having been fully removed,
although the stone is well polished.
The under surface shows the characteristicmarkings produced by primitivemethods of sawing hard stone beforethe discovery of metals. Broad,
shallow lines trace the composite featuresof the man and bird, and establishthe fact that the polishing was
done after they were cut. All the
glyphs, however, were added after the
nhaninc nf tho various features nf the
image was completed and the surface
polished. The engraving of the hieroglyphicson the hard polished surface
was not easy, as Is shown by the narrowand uneven scratches which never
received the smoothing and finishing
touches.
What is known as the "introducing

giyph" of the initial series on the
image has been shown by Sylvanus G.
Morley of the Carnegie Institution of
Washington to indicate a length of
time in the Maya calendar equal to
eight cycles, six katuns, two tuns, four
ulnals and seventeen kins, which, comparedto our calendar, goes back to
about 100 B.C., the oldest definite recordeddate known to students of
anthropology in connection with the
pew world.
The people responsible for this little

image, known to anthropologists as the
Mayas, are now resident principally in
Yucatan, Chiapas, Tabasco, and in adjoiningCentral American republics, but
one small group, the Huasteaa, is found
in northern Vera Cruz. It does not seem
unlikely that the entire coast line of
the state was at one time the habitat
of these ancient peoples, who have left ,

us a key to their history, religion, lan- 4

According to physicians it
is the first fatal case in Chicago from
that cause.

"petromortis" attacks its victims was
given tdday by Dr. John D. Ellis, head
of the department of occupational
diseases of Rush Medical College.
"The thing is new to science in some

of its aspects," said Dr. Ellis. "Personswho are subject to vertigo may
be attacked when in a close, small
garage.

nnocent or ignorant persons, an
nakes it the duty of the board to th
immunity to take steps to stop sue
practices and punish parties guilty t
hem. The code also makes it the dut
>f the local board to punish by prope
lisclpllne violators of its adopted rule
>f ethical conduct.
Of course, the promulgation by th

eal estate board of a code of ethi^
s not going to transform all of it
nembers into models of virtue and pro>riety at once, but it will be a step i
he right direction, tending ultimatel
o separate the "sheep from the goats,
o eliminate the crooked broker an>
jreatly assist in raising the busines
>f managing, improving, buying an
lelling real estate throughout the con
inent to a generally recognized plan
>f a responsible and honored profes
ilon.

The constructive broker stepped into

the breach and asked to be permitted
to set that delinquent property to
rights.

n and alterations. After this work was

completed an entire new roster of
i lenanis was procurea ior apart-

ment, which today is showing a far
d better income return than when the
® property was purchased.
^ This incident, culminating as favor-
e ably as it did, not only prevented the

loading of the market with several
large properties generally regarded as

permanently out of the market, but
- has renewed the confidence of their
e owner in the value of city improved
e real estate, thus preserving a .prom-
r ising prospect, for he is a man of con-

siderable means and quite likely to

t make further purchases, fully con-
vinced, as he now is. that the fault is

d not of the real estate, but of its man-

d agers.
